UNO opens classroom doors to 
students displaced by Katrina

Jenna Williams never thought she 
would be attending UNO. 

She never even applied. 

Now Williams, 21, is starting part of her 
senior year here at UNO instead of finishing 
school at Dillard University in New Orleans, 
La. 

The hurricane that Nebraskans watched 
from the safety of their homes forced many 
students like Williams to uproot, readjust 
and begin their lives all over again away 
from their waterlogged city. The Nebraska 
University system, and other universities 
across the nation, has helped make starting 
over a little easier. 

“Tt’s been a hard transition,” Williams 
said. “But I’m doing well. It’s just 
different.” 

Unlike many of residents of the 
waterlogged city, Williams was able to get 
out before the levees broke. But she stayed 
during the hurricane, and she said that the 
sight of it was frightening. 

“Tt was scary because I felt like I was in 
a whirlwind,” she said. “It was so light out. 
I saw the wind and the rain blowing. My 
heart started racing.” 

A friend of Williams’, who worked at 
the downtown New Orleans Marriott, was 
able to offer her shelter within its walls. The 
staff had food and water available for them, 
and Williams was able to get breakfast, 
lunch and dinner for her overnight stay. 

After the storm subsided, Williams and 
her friend, who had a Jeep full of gas, drove 
seven hours to Houston where her mother 


had booked a plane to Omaha.

While she said that the plan for-evacuation before 
the storm hit was organized, she is disappointed in the 
organization of efforts after the disaster. 

“They should’ve been done there as soon as the storm 
hit,” she said. “I think they could’ve done a better job.” 

Now in Omaha, she has her studies to work on. She 
is taking classes that complement her major, and some that 
she would not have had the opportunity to take at Dillard. 
Administrators at her university say that students will 
graduate on time, and administrators at UNO have offered 
to help with the process of transferring back. 

Right now though, she’s pleased with the welcome she’s 
received at UNO. 

“My advisor, Katie Cameron, she’s been wonderful,” 
she said. 

As of last Friday, UNO enrolled seven undergraduates 
displaced from universities in the hurricane-affected regions. 
They expect more. 

“We are just so glad we are able to help,” said James 
Freeman, director of multicultural affairs. 

“At this point in time for those students that were 
displaced, it’s just important for us to be here for them,” 
Freeman said. 

Students coming into the university from the hurricane 
affected regions will be placed quickly into classes, receive 
registration and administrative assistance, and assistance 
with finding housing, if necessary.

and facilities fee, according to Marcia 
Adler, supervisor of UNO Student Health 
Services. 

Billable services would include any 
x-rays, outside reference laboratory tests, 
prescription medications, required and 
requested immunizations and vaccines, 
and any services delivered off of the UNO 
campus. . : 

Benefits of the SHS clinic stem from 


their ability to streamline health care with 
a student's busy academic schedule, and 
offer health care to students who otherwise 
might not have access to it. Students can 
also use the center to facilitate their health 
care. If the student 
exhibits any condition 
the physician feels 
requires a_ specialist, 
they will make a 
referral just as a family 
physician would. Visits 
to specialists, however, 
are not covered by the 
student fees. 
Adler 
the clinic offers 
lab tests for: HIV 
testing (confidential 
or anonymous), 
pregnancy _ testing, 
Sexually transmitted 
disease testing 
(including — screens 
for Chlamydia 
and gonorrhea), 
cholesterol/lipid 
panel, TB Mantoux- 
Skin testing, blood 
glucose and rubella

Immunizations and vaccinations are 
available at Student Health Services. 


Students can also 
receive the following 
immunizations: 
allergy shots, flu shots, hepatitis A, 
hepatitis B, MMR, varicella (chicken pox), 
meningococcal and tetanus. The clinic only 
charges students its cost for the lab tests, 
which Adler says can be a substantial 
savings versus traditional clinics. 

Minor illnesses ranging from 
headaches, allergies, cold and flusymptoms 
or diarrhea and upset stomach can also be 
taken care of quickly and cheaply. The 


clinic also provides many over-the-counter 


medications to students free of charge

Apple’sMp3player, 
there are many 
other players on the 
market. Most have 
fewer features for 
the minimalist out 
there. But it might 
be the features that 
are less known about that will make the iPod 
worth the cash you pry out of your student 
loan refund checks. 

The 5GB (gigabyte) iPod was introduced 
to the public in October of 2001. Priced at 
a whopping $399, it boasted a simple user 
interface that consisted of five buttons, a 
scroll wheel and a monochrome screen. 

And like most things, the iPod got better 
with time. In March 2002, Apple added a 
10GB model to its iPod family, priced at $499. 
Then in July 2002, the company replaced 
the good-old mechanical scroll wheel with 
a solid-state touch wheel and boosted the 
memory to 20GB. 

At the same time, Apple also dropped 
the prices of the 5GB and 10GB models to 
$299 and $399, respectively. 

_ Then iPod became Apple- and PC- 
friendly. For the first time, Apple made iPods 
available to Windows users. Built-in software 
features include contact books, calendars and 
even a few games to keep you entertained. 

The iPod family got bigger in January 
2004 by adding a colorful 4GB iPod mini. 
Silver, gold, pink, blue and green minis were 
priced at $249. 

Applereleased its first flash-based player, 


_ the iPod Shuffle, in January of 2005. Only a 


little bigger than a pack of bubblegum, these 
players came in 512MB and 1GB models. 
But iPods aren’t just for music anymore. 
They're doubling as portable storage units 
and traveling photo albums and portfolios 
complete with dazzling color screens. Apple

displays and can upload photos. The 20GB,- 
5,000-song iPod goes for $299 while the 
60GB, 15,000-song iPod goes for $399, both 
with an estimated-15-hour battery life. | 

It was only a matter of time before - 
competitors had to either raise the bar or go 
bankrupt. 

Dell offers the Dell DJ in a 30, 20, and 
10GB model with a 12-hour battery life. The 
30GB is $299, 20GB is $249 and the 5GB goes 
for $199. While Dell claims that its 20GB DJ 
holds 9,900 songs, you have to read the fine 
print—that’s for songs encoded Windows’ 
WMaA format. It can only hold 5,000 MP3s, 
like the iPod. Features are few and limited 
compared to the iPod. 

Another competitor is the iRiver 20GB. 
Priced at $299, this PC-based player boasts a 
16-hour battery life. It has an image viewer 
and offers features that the iPod doesn’t, like 
an FM tuner and a voice recorder that could 
come in handy for recording lectures. 

Then there’s the Creative Labs Zen Sleek 
20GB (also for the PC) that will cost you 
$250, also with the 16-hour battery life, FM 
tuner and voice recorder. Creative Labs is 
also well known 
for exceptional 
signal-to-noise 
ratios in its 
hardware, often 
exceeding the 
98dB mark, which 
is significantly $4 
higher than that ~~ 
of an iPod. What 
does that meanto | 
you? Just better 
quality 
sound — at 
higher 
volumes. 

So basically if 
you're a Mac user, your options are 
more limited than that of PC users. when 
it comes to variety. On average, most Mp3 
players today are comparable in size, battery 
life and storage space, but drastically vary in 
features. | 

If you're looking to get the most out 
of your Mp3 player, then pay more and 
get what you want. Otherwise a couple 
of months will go by, your player will be 
obsolete and you'll have to face the music.

Griffin: My Life on the D-List”

Ftom her effortless wit to her extreme 
obsession with Clay Aiken, Kathy Griffin is 
one celebrity who deserves recognition in 
the television world. 

Best known for her four-year run on the 
NBC sitcom “Suddenly Susan,” Kathy has 
developed a fan base that has stayed with 
her through her career highs and lows. Now 
at the peak of her career, Bravo is airing a 
reality show, “Kathy Griffin: My Life on the 
D-List,” which follows her around as she 
struggles to climb up the celebrity ladder. 

Although the title may reflect Griffin’s 
celebrity status, it definitely doesn’t refer to 
the show’s quality, which clearly ranks as 
one of the best reality shows out there. 

The show has a simple “follow 
somebody around with a camera” feel, but is 
very different from the reality shows found 
on MTV or VH1.

As a D-list celebrity, Kathy is always trying 
to do whatever is necessary to make a name 
for herself in a world filled with A-list actors. 
She does the DVD signings, press tours, 
stand-up shows and benefit events, but is

still struggling to get the perks and comps 
that only A-listers receive. 

- For example, her hair and makeup can 
be done on occasion but not regularly due 
to finances. Griffin demonstrates her own 
personal techniques by not washing her face 
for days and sleeping without moving. She 
also attempts to get free furniture by using 
lines such as “My aunt's last dying wish is 
for me to have a free sofa.” 

She bombs at a conservative fundraiser, 
where she’s mistaken for Kathy Lee Gifford, 
and sprints for the red carpet at the Grammy’s 
after her driver gets lost, making her late. 
Her response to it all was “This would never 
happen to Nicole Kidman.” 

She’s hated by Star Jones, banned from 
“The Late Show with David Letterman,” 
and despised by millions of Clay Aiken 
fans....BUT....she’s real. After watching a 
few episodes of this series, it’s obvious that 
Griffin isn’t putting up a facade; she is the 
real deal. 

Miss Griffin says “D-List” reveals the 
realities of her fame. Here’s a hint: It doesn’t 
involve red-carpet premieres or glossy 
“People” magazine spreads. “It illustrates 
how my life is the polar opposite of Julia 
Roberts’,” Griffin says. 

“We're so used to seeing celebrities 
being driven around in limos. I can 
go to an In-N-Out Burger whenever I 
want, and no one takes my picture.” 
With television stations covered in pointless 
reality television it’s nice to see one that does 
the title “reality” justice. :
